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On August 2, 2016, Secretary of State, William Gardner, was guest of honor for the unveiling of a NH 
Ballot Box poster, which included Barnstead’s original ballot box. The project was commissioned by 
him and copies given to the Town Clerk’s. Our Town Clerk/Tax Collector, Cynthia Treadwell had the 
poster framed and donated it to the Barnstead Historical Society, who organized the event. Mr. Gard- 
ner explained the evolution of the secret ballot and the history of the New Hampshire First in the 
Nation Primary. In January, 1891, the Legislature passed an act requiring the use of secret ballots and 
wooden ballot boxes were ordered. By 1924 each municipality had a ballot box. The original ballot 
box was on display that evening and the framed poster hangs proudly in the Barnstead Town Hall. 
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CITIZEN OF THE YEAR

Mrs. Krause, who turned 96 on June 9, expressed 
that it was an honor to accept the Cane and shared stories of how her and her late husband George, came 
to be residents of Barnstead. She was an active member of the community and will be sorely missed.

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ASSESSOR’S REPORT 


After completing a sales ratio study the Town decided it was NOT necessary to update all property 
values for the 2016 tax year. Therefore the 2016 assessments remain the same as 2015 unless a 
property had improvements or an error was corrected. The last update of values occurred in 2015, 
so in keeping with the States recommendation the next scheduled updating of value will occur in 
2020. 


In keeping with the States requirements that towns review their property record data once every 
five years, the Town has contracted the firm of R. B. Wood & Associates to perform a review of 
20% of the Town on an annual basis. In 2016 town tax maps 8 thru 15 were reviewed for accuracy. 
For 2017 the Town anticipates reviewing tax maps 16 thru 31, the owner of record will receive a 
postcard prior to the visit by the assessing personnel. 


The NH DRA has determined the equalization rate for 2016 to be 90.5%. Any taxpayer that feels 
their property’s equalized assessment does not reflect the market value of the property may file 
an abatement by March 1, 2017. When filing your abatement application, only valid arms length 
transactions may be used as comparables. Foreclosure, bank sales and family sales are not con- 
sidered valid sales. The abatement applications are available in the Selectmen’s office or online at 
www.nh.gov/btla 


The deadline for submitting all exemption and tax credit applications is April 15th for the tax year 
applied for. These include elderly and blind exemptions as well as veteran’s tax credits. If you 
feel you qualify for any of these as of April 1, 2016 stop by the Selectmen’s office to fill out an 
application. 


For 2017 the Town has continued its contract with R. B. Wood & Associates. A representative of 
the assessing firm is available on Wednesdays for any taxpayer questions.

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REPORT FROM THE BUILDING INSPECTOR’S OFFICE 


2016 produced 16 new homes in Barnstead (not including replacement or mobile homes). This 

marks the second year in a row 16 new home permits have been issued. In 2016, 35 new home 
permits were allotted, 19 of the 35 permits allotted went unused. The remaining 19 permits will 
not roll over into the 2017 new home permit allotment. 


New home permits for 2017 is calculated as follows: 
The total target dwelling units (TDU) as of 12/1/15 was 2327. 
As per section 12-7 2015 Town of Barnstead Zoning Ordinance: 
TDU 2327 x 1.5 = 34.91, rounded up to 35. 
This allows for 35 new home permits for the calendar year 2017. 


In 2016 a total of 465 permits were issued including Certificates of Occupancy and Certificates of 
Completion. The total revenue collected in 2016 by this office was $32,806.00. 


If you are planning to make any structural improvements, additions, electrical and/or plumbing 
changes to your home, a permit is required before any work commences. The Barnstead Building 
Inspector position is a part-time position so please call 603-269-4071 x 110 or the Building 
Inspector’s cell at 603-235-6469 to schedule appointments. The Building Inspector is also available 
every Tuesday evening (unless otherwise noted) between 5:00 and 7:00 P.M. for walk-ins — no 
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Tuesday evenings can be very busy, and a reply might take a few days. 


Please remember if you have a current active building permit you must call for periodic 
inspections as laid out in your inspection checklist which includes a final inspection. Upon every 
satisfactory final inspection, a certificate of completion or occupancy is issued, and this certificate 
will then prompt us to close your existing permit and its associated file(s). Those who do not call 
for a final inspection may receive a letter generated from the Building Department requesting a 
permit renewal at the end of the 12 month period the permit is active. 


If you are installing a wood or pellet stove, water heaters, heating systems or propane tanks, fuel lines 
(either new or swapping out), a mechanical permit 1s also required. These inspections are done by the 
Barnstead Fire Department after the permit is issued through the Building Department. 


Barnstead uses the International Building and Residential Codes 2009, International existing Building 
Code (IBC & IRC), Plumbing Code, Life Safety 101, and the Fuel Gas Code. 

The 2014 NEC was adopted on January 1, 2015. This adoption date coincides with a new Ruling 
of the State Electrical Board (RSA 319-C:6-c) to require all licensed Electricians to acquire 
Continuing Education hours relating to the 2014 NEC before January 1, 2015.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


The Barnstead Conservation Commission would like to take this opportunity to thank the community for their 
support and to inform every one of the various activities undertaken in 2016 on behalf of the Town. As we have 
noted in previous years, the Commission continues to focus its efforts on maintaining the Town’s existing 
conservation and recreation parcels as well as working to develop new conservation easements across the 
community, in an effort to meet long-term land protection goals. 


This past year the Commission was assisted in its assessment of the natural resources in town with the release of 
new Wildlife Action Plan Maps which were produced by NH Fish and Game and others state agencies and groups in 
an effort to help define habitat availability and quality across the state. During our May meeting, Amanda Stone 
from UNH Cooperative Extension gave a presentation on utilization of the maps and also gave us some good ideas 
relating to other efforts we are attempting to address. The Commission is hoping to utilize these maps to develop a 
Natural Resources Plan, which will assist in assessing new projects and the direction of our protection efforts. 


As is usually the case, we expended some of our efforts at the Harrison property which included the usual trail 
maintenance but this year the Commission was lucky enough to be assisted by a neighbor, Bill Melanson, who 
cleaned up brush around the cabin. We appreciated the help, which allows us to concentrate on other projects on the 
Harrison land as well as other parcels. The Commission would also like to thank the Recreation Department 
Archery Program for their assistance in helping to maintain the Conservation parcel at the back of the Stevens 
parcel. We have appreciated their cooperative effort in developing the adjacent Archery site as well as their 
enthusiasm for their craft. 


The Conservation Commission also took part in some outreach projects including the Gathering on the Green last 
August in an effort to inform the community of our efforts, drum up support and also encourage community 
participation. It was a good day and an impressive effort by all community groups involved. In a similar effort, we 
have been exploring more concrete participation in the Bear-Paw Greenways group. You may recall in the last few 
years they have been involved in developing a conservation easement in the T. L. Storer Boy Scout property. Asa 
member community of the land protection group, we are considering all avenues to take advantage of their expertise 
in land protection issues and their ability to help us out on that end. 


At the Gathering on the Green, we had some interest by community members of getting involved in our group. To 
that end, we are always interested in new members of any quantity or commitment level. Perhaps someone might be 
interested in working on a specific project, whether it’s a trail map in town, adding useful data for the Commission 
on the town website, or even just helping out on specific projects - we’d love to have the help and new faces to spur 
us on. Anyone interested in participating on the Commission or simply attending meetings 1s welcome at our 
regular meetings on the first Wednesday of each month at 7:30 at the Town Hall. Please contact Jim Fougere with 
any questions. 


The Barnstead Conservation Commission also remains an active contributor to The Belknap Conservation Coalition 
(BRCC), with a seat on the BRCC Board of Directors. This area is an important asset available to the residents of 
Barnstead, and includes the headwaters of the Suncook River, Mount Major, and Gunstock Mountain. This group 
continues to conserve additional parcels, most recently the 273 acre Piper Mountain tract. To date they have 
conserved 16 tracts totaling 3006 acres.

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EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT REPORT 


The town’s role in Emergency Management is to coordinate the disaster response of all town departments and ser- 
vices in order to save lives, reduce suffering, restore essential services and minimize the damage caused by natural 
and manmade events. 


In 2013 the town approved an updated comprehensive Hazard Mitigation Plan. During the past five years town 
departments have implemented this plan. The plan must be updated every five years in order to be eligible for 
Homeland Security Emergency Management grants. In 2017 we will begin that process to include a planning grant 
application through the state grants program. 


In March we updated the agreement between Barnstead, Alton and Prospect Mountain High School (PMHS) to use 
the high school as a regional shelter. This process also included updating the information on the facility. Our shel- 
tering plan at PMHS has never been tested and to that end we plan to conduct a table-top exercise and a functional 
exercise in cooperation with WPHR, NH HSEM and the NH Department of Health and Human Services. 

In April we tested our local Emergency Operations Plan through a Winter Ice Storm table-top exercise. The exercise 
was led by state training staff and included representatives from town departments. 


In August our town hosted a WebEOC class at the Parade Fire Station. WebEOC is an online program that state and 
local jurisdictions use to coordinate disaster responses. 


The EMD has represented you at many state storm and incident conference calls, as part of the Winnipesaukee 
Public Health Region (WPHR) planning team, at school and town safety meetings, and at various trainings and 
meetings with NH Homeland Security and Emergency Management (NH HSEM). 


During 2017 the EMD will: 

| Continue individual and family preparedness awareness through various methods. 

i Continue liaison with town department staff, state, county and adjoining towns to better coordinate 
mutual aid during disasters. 

3) Provide training opportunities to town officials and volunteers when requested. 

4. Begin the process to update our Town Hazard Mitigation Plan (due in 2018). 

=) Complete an update of the Regional Shelter Information Sheet and coordinate shelter table top and 
functional exercises. 

6. Review (and update if necessary) our Local Emergency Operations Plan.

In recent years the Kabota, Trailer, and Forestry Equipment were purchased by the Barnstead Firefighters 
Association. This equipment was very busy this past year with the onset of the drought and the wildland 
fires that continued for several days. Let’s all hope for some consistent rain this season. We were also for- 
tunate enough to be the recipient of a boat and trailerdonation from the Chagnon family on Suncook Lake. 
This boat will allow us to have a larger and safer platform to work from than our existing inflatable boat. 
This will be very beneficial while responding when the water is very cold, and the waves are less likely to 
be blowing over the bow, getting everyone wet. 

Some of the projects and improvements that we completed include replacing the pavement at the Pa- 
rade Road Station. Thank You to Jim Doucette and the highway crew for preparing the apron and including 
it in the road paving project. We also updated the overhead door openers to include safety stops, as well as 
replacing the hot water heater. 

We are very pleased to announce that our EMS crew has received a Governor’s Award from Governor 
Maggie Hassan’s Office for a life saved this past year. I can’t tell you how proud J am of all of our crews 
when an opportunity arises for us to make a difference in a family’s future. 

We also welcomed some new members into our communities Public Safety Group. Welcome Police 
Chief Paul Poirier along with several new Patrol Officers. We have always enjoyed a strong working rela- 
tionship with our Brothers And Sisters in blue, and these last few months have been no exception. It’s time 
for me to ask for your support. There is a warrant article for this year’s town meeting seeking matching 
funds for the purchase of Breathing Apparatus. These are the air tanks and masks that we wear at all fires. 
We applied for an Assistant to Firefighters Grant in 2016, but were not successful. We have reapplied and 
made revisions to our application to improve our score in this very competitive process. 

There is also a warrant article for the replacement of our Engine One. This pumper in one of only two 
that we have that is first out to attack fires. If our Engine Two is unavailable or out of service, this becomes 
the only attack engine in town. This truck has had some extensive mechanical issues that have kept it 
out of service for extended periods in 2016. It is imperative that we replace this truck, as the other newer 
pumper is 17 years old. I should also note that the total cost of this pumper will come out of the existing 
Ambulance Billing Account. 

In closing, I would like to thank the following

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Barnstead Fire-Rescue and the State of New Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands, work collaboratively to reduce the 
risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact Station 2 (269-4121) to 
arrange to get a permit before doing ANY outside burning. The Town of Barnstead requires burning permits year-round to 
keep everyone safe. 


Over the past two years, New Hampshire has experienced its busiest fire seasons since 1989. 1,090 acres burned during 
the 2016 season. The White Mountain National Forest experienced its largest fire since becoming a National Forest, 
burning 330 acres in the town of Albany in November. Fires falling under state jurisdiction burned 759 acres, with the 
largest fire of 199 acres occurring in Stoddard. The extremely dry summer led to a busy fall fire season with large fires 
occurring into mid-November. Drought conditions hampered fire suppression efforts and extended the time needed to 
extinguish fires. Your local fire departments and the Division of Forests & Lands worked tirelessly throughout the year to 
protect homes and the forests. The statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers continues to operate on high fire danger 
days. Our fire lookouts are credited with keeping many fires small due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. 
The towers fire detection efforts were supplemented by the NH Civil Air Patrol when the fire danger was especially high. 


Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes and 
flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2016 season threatened structures, and a few structures 
were burned, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent 
a wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine 
needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your home free of flammable materials. Additional information 
and homeowner recommendations are available at www.firewise.org. Please help Smokey Bear, your local fire 
department, and the state’s Forest Rangers by being fire wise and fire safe! 


As we prepare for the 2017 fire season, please remember to contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to 
determine if a fire permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is 
required for all outside burning, unless the ground is completely covered with snow. Fire permits are also available online 
in most towns and may be obtained by visiting www.NHfirepermit.com. The burning of household waste is prohibited by 
the Air Resources Division of the Department of Environmental Services (DES). You are encouraged to contact the local 
fire department or DES at 603-271-3503 or www.des.nh.gov for more information. Safe open burning requires your 
diligence and responsibility. Thank you for helping us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more 
information, please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online at www.nhdfl.org.

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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


Once again it is time to report activities of the Barnstead Health Department for the past year. We have 
had the usual activities such as licensing inspections, numerous types of complaints and responses, plus 
tenant-landlord conflicts, just to name a few. 


One issue that we faced is the possible health hazards from unrestrained domestic animals fouling 
Barnstead neighborhoods. Cats have been the subject of many of these complaints. RSA 466 pertains to 
the regulation of dogs and cats. Under this statute the Town is required to establish a process to license 
dogs. Dog owners are then required to annually obtain a license from the Town. Before a license can be 
issued, the owner must provide a certificate that the dog has been inoculated for rabies. Cats are treated 
differently as the statute does not require licensing or vaccinations. Towns are provided discretionary 
authority in RSA 466:13-a, adopting regulations for licensing cats. If adopted, cats would be subject to 
the same requirements as dogs including rabies vaccinations. Currently, Barnstead has no requirements 
for cats. Pet owners please be considerate of your neighbors and cleanup your pets’ mess. Ifa pet can 
be identified as a public nuisance, the Health Officer can/may order removal as offensive matter under 
RSA 147:13. 


In another issue, I have had the privilege of serving as the Barnstead Health Officer for many years. 
During this time I have met a lot of people and hopefully, I have resolved some of their problems. We 
are relocating up north, and while we would have preferred to remain in Town, we purchased property 
that we could not refuse. So the torch has been passed to Building Inspector Fab Cusson, who has been 
working with me for years. I do feel this is the best decision as it will provide for one consistent voice 
to/for everyone. MaryJane Dascoli, Administrative Asst. to the Building Inspector, has been selected as 
the Deputy Health Officer, to work temporarily in this capacity until at least April 1* 


I wish to thank everyone who voluntarily complied with our requests which made our job a little easier 
and the Town a better place to live.

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BARNSTEAD HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


It was another busy and productive year for the Historical Society. We continue to grow our collection 
thanks to generous donations from current and former residents. We are grateful for these donations that 
continue to link our present and past. 


May and November brought two additional presentations in partnership with the Oscar Foss Memorial 
Library through funding provided by the New Hampshire Humanities Council. In May, we hosted a visit 
from New Hampshire humorist Rebecca Rule, who shared the rituals, traditions, and history of town 
meeting, including the perennial characters, the literature, the humor, and the wisdom of this uniquely 
New England institution. Rally ‘Round the Flag: The American Civil War Through Folksong held in 
November brought the music of the time to life through camp songs, parlor music, hymns, battlefield 
rallying cries, and fiddle tunes. We are hopeful of continuing to provide these events along with the 
Library, so long as funding continues to be available through the Humanities Council. 


In July, a workshop was held at the Center Cemetery on 
cemetery preservation. Dick Maloon from the New Hamp- 
shire Old Graveyard Association provided a demonstration 
on cleaning headstones, as well as advice on how to prop- 
erly repair broken and damaged stones. Proper maintenance 
of cemeteries is essential to keep our history alive. The 
inscriptions found on these stones helps to provide those 
seeking their genealogical heritage with invaluable informa- 
tion.

In August, we accepted a donation from Cynthia Treadwell 
of a framed copy of the New Hampshire Ballot Box poster 
commissioned by Secretary of State William Gardner 
featuring Barnstead’s original ballot box. Secretary Gard- 
ner attended the ceremony and provided a presentation on 
the history of the use of the original Ballot Boxes in New 
Hampshire.

Several fundraisers were held, including selling refresh- 


ments at two Saturday concerts in the Parade Grounds, a raffle held at the Gathering on the Green in 
August, and a memorabilia sale in December. We were fortunate receive permission from the daughter 
of Malcolm Locke to offer for sale copies of The Last Stories by Malcolm Locke. Those who knew Mal- 
colm as both a record-setting trapper and former Police Chief appreciated the opportunity to “hear” his 
words again. Copies of the book are still available and can be purchased at the Town Office. The funds 
we raise help us continue to provide programs and preserve our collection. 


The Gathering on the Green was once again one of our most popular events. Many came by to purchase 
books and look at our collection of old Barnstead photos. The raffle held at the day’s conclusion was 
once again one of our largest fundraising events of the year. We thank both the generous donors of raffle 
items, including Kidder’s Repair Service, Combustion Auto, Millican Nurseries and Clark’s Grain Store, 
as well as those who purchased tickets. 
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Finally, the Historical Society partnered with the Town to replace the roof on the “Lock Up”. Funds 
raised through the 2015 and 2016 raffles allowed the Society to make a donation towards the cost. We 
thank John Witham and Witham Construction for their work on preserving the building.

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Barnstead Milfoil Control Committee Report 
2016 Treatment & Forecast 


The summer of 2016 was the first year we began attacking water variable milfoil in Barnstead with a new 
program. Instead of using scuba divers to remove surviving plants after a herbicide treatment, the focus 
was to have divers keep milfoil vegetation to a minimum and use herbicide to treat only when the root 
system in an area becomes too dense for divers to remove. This approach requires divers to be in the 
water constantly monitoring the water body for any new plants. Consequently, the Town of Barnstead is 
seeking certified Weed Control Divers (WCD) again for our summer 2017 program. We also need 
volunteers to help with the program. The Milfoil committee meets the second Saturday re month in 
the Oscar Foss Memorial Library from 9am to noon. 


In summary, our new program made great strides in 
implementing a process never tried before. In June, some 
sights were overwhelming by the amount of area and the 
density that existed. With constant diver attention to the 
details of making sure that the entire plant and root system 
was removed, progress against this weed was beginning to 
show by the middle of July. By the end of the summer, over 
2,214 gallon of milfoil was removed the Upper and Lower 
Suncook Lakes. All plants were removed from these 
infested areas and the final survey during the early fall 
showed few remaining plants. 


The main effort focused on milfoil in Suncook Lake for several reasons. No DASH (Diver Assisted 
Suction Harvester) was available for Suncook River use. There were too few volunteers to support diver 
work as well. The Suncook Lake Milfoil Committee had over 15 people willing to help and devote their 
time to support the divers by captaining boats, handling and removing the plants and cleaning the boats 
and equipment, providing lookout support, and operating the SLA-DASH pontoon boat. Without their 
support, the operation would not have generated the success that resulted. DES funded $3,330 of the 
$8,325 cost bringing the total cost for the summer’s program to $4,995. 


DES divers made great strides in locating and removing some variable milfoil plants in Half Moon Lake 
in mid-summer. But floating segments were still seen by weed watchers on the Lake. Because of 
volunteer support from people living on the Lake, a dive group was assembled and spent 3 hours 
surveying the Lake bottom, finding and removing new plants. Half Moon now has two newly certified 
Weed Control Divers who will closely monitor and remove any new plants. Hopefully, this lake will be 
free of milfoil by this summer. 


A large Thank You goes out to all of the Barnstead volunteers who helped this summer. 


The program will focus on the Suncook River for 2017 while the SLA group continues to use divers to 
survey and remove any new plants they find. Ed is moving his barge which will be outfitted for DASH 
operation onto the River for its exclusive use over the next many years. Mr. Wayne Pethic is providing 
the space and location that will become the center of operations for the Suncook River. The cost is 
expected to exceed $15,000 for diver work amounting to about 500 hours of water time. This money was 
supported by the special request in the 2016 town budget and additional expenses will be covered by the 
annual 2017 milfoil funding article. Barnstead did receive another grant from DES for 2017 work. 


We expect to reduce the presence of milfoil over the next 2-3 years with the diver activity provided we 
get support by people in Barnstead. One or two people can not possibly do this job. This summer is 
important to make a major impact on the milfoil growth that continues to infest the Suncook River. 


So please volunteer to help even if you can only spare several hours a week or a few hours a month, 
especially if you live along or near the Suncook River. We need people to help with providing a safety 
person on the barge while the diver(s) are in the water, to help pilot and work the suction harvester on the 
barge, to help move the barrels containing the milfoil to a pickup location for the Town road crew, and to 
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help with the paper work of logging the divers activity, plant area’s that were worked, and writing up a 
short daily activity sheet for our records. Tenders are always needed to support milfoil bag retrieval from 
divers using canoes or kayaks and as milfoil spotters and segment retrieval during diver operations. 
Everyone who spends time on the River can be milfoil spotters by familiarizing yourself with what the 
plant looks like in the water and reporting locations where you find it. Please see our page on the Town’s 
web site, call the Town Hall, or email us at Bmcc603@gmail.com.

2016 Annual Report 


The library had a wonderful and lively 2016! We added a number of new recurring programs, increased our 
circulation and patronage, collaborated with several community organizations and added some new technology, 
including several Kindles and a photo printer. In 2017, the Library will have its Centennial and we are excited 
for the opportunity to celebrate 100 years of serving our community. 


Circulation 

The Oscar Foss Memorial Library circulated a record high 28,139 items in 2016. We registered a record 339 
new patrons giving us a total of 2,912 registered users. Books are still the number one circulated item followed 
closely by DVDs and adult audio books. We added 2,296 new items bringing our collection size to 17,697 
items. NH Downloadable books continue to circulate steadily with no change in checkouts. The library has also 
added 4 Kindle Fires and a Mystery Box kit to our circulation. 


Community Partnerships 


The Oscar Foss Memorial Library continues to be involved with the After School and Summer Learning 
Program for Elementary and Middle school youth grades K-8, also known as the Barnstead Adventure Zone. 
Barnstead was selected as a recipient of the 21st Century Community Learning Center project through the 
Department of Education in 2014. The library provides programing and space for students visiting the library 
from the Barnstead Adventure Zone. New programs are being created for the 2017 sessions. 


The library and parks and recreation worked together this year to sponsor a Winter Fest. The library also 
participated in this year’s annual Trunk or Treat. 


The Barnstead Historical Society and the Oscar Foss Memorial Library collaborated to host two NH Humanities 
Council presentations. Rally Round the Flag: The American Civil War Through Folk Music and That Reminds 
Me of a Story with Rebecca Rule. The NH Humanities Council awarded the library a grant to make these 
programs possible. 


Danielle and Youth Services Librarian, Christy Verville, visited the Barnstead Elementary School in June for an 
assembly with comedy juggler, Bryson Lang, funded by a Kids, Books and the Arts grant. The library also 
participated in Literacy Night at the school. Our Circulation Librarian, Lindsey Smith, has been meeting with 
the middle school kids at BES each month for a book club. 


The library and Prospect Mountain High School are currently working to put together a program to produce a 
quarterly literary journal. The PMHS shop class will also be building two “Little Free Libraries” for our 
Friends of the Library group. Lindsey has collaborated with the high school to get teens involved in our Teen 
Advisory Group and worked with the Maple Street Church to put together our Teen Coffee House. 
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The library meets on a monthly basis with the Happy Helpers, a group of representatives from the schools and 
the community working together to help aide in the success of programs like End 68 Hours of Hunger, the 
Barnstead Adventure Zone, and the local food pantry. 


The library also had a table at Gathering on the Green and Old Home Day. 


The library was happy to work with various volunteer members of the community this year to offer local author 
signings and weekly yoga classes. 


Library Programs 


Adult 

This year the Oscar Foss Memorial Library hosted 56 library-sponsored adult programs, with a record breaking 
777 people attending those events. Some of the new programs offered included Yoga at the Library, Fabric 
Painting and Stenciling, and Soap Making. Our Adult Book Club has continued to be a successful program as 
well. The Friends of the Oscar Foss Memorial Library has had a great year supporting the library. In 2016, the 
Friends provided the library with a Nintendo Wii U and games for our Game Nights, a new rug for our meeting 
room, a bench for our Children’s garden, a screen and projector and a bi-monthly subscription to a Mystery Box 
program for our new Mystery Club. The Friends meet the second Thursday of each month and new members 
are always welcome. 


Children and Teens 

There was a grand total of 209 youth and family library programs held this year, with an overall attendance of 
2,569 participants! Overall, there was an increase of 6% over last year’s total program participation. This year 
we added several new programs along with our other ongoing and annual programs. 


We continue to run the very successful Story Hour program on Wednesdays at 10am and Toddler Time 
program on Tuesdays at 10:30am. The Teen Writer’s Group meets the first Thursday of the month at 6:30pm 
and the Teen Advisory Club meets monthly on the last Thursday from 6:30-7:30pm. The teen advisors have 
assisted in developing some great teen programs this year, like our Teen Coffee House and Late Night at the 
Library, along with providing community service. In addition to these ongoing programs, families enjoyed a 
few other fun events like Life Sized Clue, Library Golf, An American Girl Tea Party and Doll Spa, and several 
family movie and game nights. We are excited about our programs and delighted to see participation continue to 
grow! 


2016 was a record breaking year for our Summer Reading Program as well. We had 111 registered patrons for 
the program and over 1,000 books read! The children enjoyed the “Exercise Your Mind” theme and activities. 


We were also pleased to welcome visits from Zara, the reading dog.

The Barnstead Archery Group (BAG) has become a very active program in Barnstead that has grown 
and improved offering a program for many residents with the support from the Selectmen, Barnstead 
Parks and Rec, the Conservation Committee, Barnstead Adventure Zone (BAZ) and the Barnstead 4-H, 
along with much help from many other individuals. 


We now have 10 Target Frames (No Broad Heads Please), a variety of targets, and distance shooting 
open to the public. We offer insured, certified instruction (through 4-H) at a minimal fee starting with 8 
year olds who have the ability to pull at least 121bs, to Adult first timers or experienced shooters, along 
with a selection of equipment available for use during instruction such as arm guards, bows, and arrows. 
We do beginner instruction in the spring, mid- April to June, with those improving moving up to more 
challenges in late summer, mid-July through October, weather and daylight permitting. 


We have recently had the honor for some of our Students to be invited to compete for a place on a team 
going to the June 2017 4-H National Competition in Nebraska.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


The Planning Board had a busy year with the approval of 7 major subdivision, 9 lot line adjustments and 14 site 
plan reviews for new businesses in town. 


The Planning Board formed a sub-committee to draft design guidelines for the Commercial District along Route 
28 and the historic village areas. At one work session the Board did entertain Susanne Smith Meyer, a landscape 
architect, who gave us invaluable information on how to be certain plant material is incorporated in the site plan- 
ning process. When these guidelines are adopted they will become part of the Site Plan Application process. 


We have also spent several work sessions reviewing the Zoning Ordinance for the town regarding changes the 
State of NH has made to Accessory Dwelling Units. This item will be a warrant article on the upcoming ballot in 
March of 2017. 


The Capitol Improvements Plan (CIP) Committee met again over the summer months to review the needs and 
wants of all the town departments and the two SAU offices. The purpose of the CIP is to help the town plan for 
future capital expenditures such as large equipment or buildings. The CIP Committee met with all department 
heads and both school SAU’s to update the comprehensive guide to the town’s spending over the next six years. 
The Planning Board approved the CIP and it was forwarded to the Selectboard Office and the School Board and 
SAU’s for use in their budget planning. The CIP committee will resume meeting over the summer months to 
update the plan. If you are interested in helping the CIP committee please contact the Planning Board. 


The Planning Board meets at 7:00 PM the Ist Thursday of every month at the Town Hall and all meetings are 
open to the public. Work sessions are held at 7:00 PM the 3rd Thursday of the month on an as needed basis.

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2016 REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


To the honorable Board of Selectmen and the citizens of Barnstead, as your Police Chief I submit the 2016 
Barnstead Police Report on behalf of the men and women of the Barnstead Police Department who proudly 
serve our community. 


In 2016 the Barnstead Police Department went through a major transition with the retirement of the former 
Police Chief and a Sergeant, as well as the departure of several other officers. This brought the department 
down to two employees; one full time and one part time. The Board of Selectmen, committed to fix the 
problem, worked tirelessly to help rebuild the agency to more adequate staffing in an effort to support the 
community and provide the services it needs to keep the citizens protected. During the transition, the BOS 
selected an OIC (Officer in Charge) from within the agency to oversee the day to day operations of the 
Police Department and start a recruiting process. Simultaneously, the BOS had acquired an outside agency 
to do an independent assessment of the Police Department and started a search for the best qualified candi- 
date for your Police Chief. I’m happy to report that the BOS was successful in their rebuild with the hire 
of five new fulltime officers and one new part-time officer; I am exceptionally proud that I was chosen to 
lead the department as your new Police Chief. I personally bring thirty years of dedicated and professional 
police service to the community. I intend to bring every bit of knowledge, plus skills and abilities that I’ve 
developed over the years, to the Chief’s position in a manner as our department’s motto states “To serve 
and protect with dignity, honor and respect” the citizens of this community. 


As your new Police Chief, it is my duty to keep the community safe and secure and in an effort to do this, 
I am committed to hiring only the “Best of the Best.” With this philosophy I have implemented new strin- 
gent hiring processes and procedures which we will adhere to as we move the agency forward. 


The new staff has been working diligently at improving the agencies effectiveness as it relates to all as- 
pects: Administration, Patrol, Investigations, Community Relations, etc. In doing so, we have revamped 
the patrol schedule to maximize police coverage in the community with the officers that we presently have. 
We have been reviewing, updating and developing new policies and modeling them so that they are in line 
with CALEA Standards (Commission on Accreditation for Law Enforcement Agencies). 


An area of concern is the safety of our children and our staff at the schools both in the Barnstead Elemen- 
tary School and at our cooperative Prospect Mountain High School. I have met with our superintendant 
and the principals of both schools and we have discussed the measures in place to keep our children safe 
and secure. As your Chief, I will continue to look for innovative ways to complete such an important re- 
sponsibility so that you will feel safe and comfortable knowing that your children are not only getting a 
great education but are safe and protected. 


Particularly, in what’s happening in today’s society with attacks on law enforcement and with the percep- 
tion that some people/groups have of police as a whole, it is important to train in an effort to mitigate or 
prevent these tragedies. Since I have become Chief I have brought in experts from other agencies, with no 
cost to our taxpayers, who have provided valuable training in Defensive Tactics, Firearms, AR15 Rifles, 
Shotguns and Tasers and we will continue to do so not only to meet our yearly certifications but to far ex- 
ceed these standards. 
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As your Police Chief, I embrace the Community Policing philosophy and believe to be effective as an 
organization, we must communicate and connect with the community and we must do this with transpar- 
ency. As such, I not only have an “open door” policy with my staff but with every member of the com- 
munity who wishes to speak with me anytime. As an extension of our Community Policing efforts, the 
department has implemented several new programs which have proven successful to include: 

Old Home Days; free Hot Dogs with the Police Chief which raised over $500 that was donated to Barn- 
stead Elementary School programs. (We anticipate this along with the other programs to be a yearly event 
only to get bigger and better each year). 


Operation Santa; a community and department partnership in which toys and clothing donations were 
raised for over thirty families in need and delivered by Santa and his elves along with a full police escort. 
Operation Trick or Treat; a safe and carefree way for parents to celebrate the sometimes scary holiday with 
their children. Department members partnered with local merchants and raised cauldrons of candy and 
descended upon the town to hand out treats to all the young ghouls and goblins. 

Lock it Up; a program to help save lives and prevent tragedies in which the police department gives gun 
owners free locks for their firearms. 


My staff and I continue to develop new community oriented policing programs and hope to rollout some 
of our new efforts in the coming months. We encourage the community to contact us if you have a new or 
innovative idea that you would like to see the police department take part in or if you yourself would like 
to be part of - we always encourage community involvement. In an effort to connect with our community 
and keep everyone informed, we have tapped into social media and developed a new Barnstead Police 
Department Face Book page at www.facebook.com/barnsteadpd.org. The Police Department’s website is 
www.barnstead.org/departments/police is currently being revamped and updated in 2017; we are utilizing 
NIXLE to keep everyone informed of public safety updates. 


The Town of Barnstead is not exempt from criminal activity and to combat this we have continued our 
partnership with the Concord Regional Area Crimeline at www.concordregionalcrimeline.com/report-a- 
crime-or-tip/. The Concord Regional Crimeline is a non-profit organization. The purpose of this orga- 
nization is to promote community education and awareness of criminal activities in order to deter and 
prevent their occurrence. Crimeline funds cash rewards for anonymous information that leads to arrest(s) 
or indictment for crimes that have been committed. 


As your Police Chief, I have made it a priority to not only connect with the community but with our law 
enforcement partners on all levels, federal, state and local. I think it is important for you to know that I 
am a member of the New Hampshire Chiefs of Police Association, The Belknap County Chiefs of Police 
Association and the International Association of Chiefs of Police and that I attend monthly meetings rep- 
resenting Barnstead as your Police Chief. It is extremely important from a Chief’s perspective to keep 
these relationships and lines of communications open and healthy, as we all depend on one another and at 
times need each others vast experiences and invaluable resources. A perfect example of this L.E. partner- 
ship are the two High Risk Incident S.W.A.T. “call outs” that the New Hampshire State Police assisted 
the Barnstead Police Department with in 2016. Firearms were involved and lives were threatened as both 
of these incidents resulted with the arrest and later conviction of violent offenders but without incident or 
injury. The NHSP S.W.A.T. as well as the Belknap County Special Response Team always stand at the 
ready, willing to assist local law enforcement agencies - we are thankful and support their efforts. 
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In addition to supplying backup support, the Belknap County Sheriffs Office also dispatches for the Barn- 
stead Police Department. In 2016, the Belknap County Sheriff’s Office documented 2,930 calls for ser- 
vice, all reported through the sheriffs office. The Barnstead Police Department’s records management 
system (IMC) documented a total of 5,217 calls for service. This number represents incoming phone calls 
to the Barnstead Police Department as well as a combination of calls for services, investigations, arrests 
and other administrative functions. 


The Barnstead Police initiated 659 motor vehicle stops, issued 429 warnings, 518 motor vehicle sum- 
monses and made 74 criminal arrests. 


As our community continues to grow, the men and women of the Barnstead Police Department stand 
proud to serve you. As always, we strive to develop new partnerships within the community and would 
like to thank all of you for your continued support as we move into the New Year.

ROAD AGENT REPORT 2016 


2016 started out with more rain and ice than snow, which can be more challenging 
using our resources such as sand and salt. 


As spring arrived, we were able to start some of our projects. We started using a 
different type of gravel on the roads. We started with Wes Locke Road which is just one 
of the many roads that has given us a lot of trouble over the years. The gravel has a lot 
of fractured stone with a good mixture of fines. We rented a roller to compact the gravel 
as we added it to the road base; we laid down 4 inches of 1 /%” gravel as a base. In 
addition, we put 4 inches of %” gravel as a top coat, which will form a crust keeping 
water from penetrating. This also makes for a smoother ride. This treatment greatly 
improves the quality of the road and reduces the amount of maintenance and calcium 
on the roads. 


We have started the reconstruction of Parade Road. This consisted of some ditching, 
reshaping slopes, replacing culverts, plus having the old pavement ground which is 
Known as reclaiming, then adding gravel. We repaved with two and a half inches of 
compacted base pavement. We are letting this go through a freeze thaw cycle in the 
event we have areas that may have settled. This year we will add a top pavement of 1 
Y2’ Known as a wear coat. This will make 4 inches of compacted pavement. 

We paved a section of Colbath Road, from where the pavement ended to Beaver Ridge 
Road. This is also a base pavement and will have a top pavement added this year. We 
added the top road surface to Pitman Road; having put the base pavement down in 
2015 and brought the road surface up 4 inches of compacted pavement. 


2016 also brought the start of the reconstruction on Varney Road. We reclaimed the 
pavement but weren't able to do much more until the water company completed the new 
water mains. As they completed their portion of the project in the fall, we were able to 
do some ditching and replacement of half of the cross culverts on the road. We hope to 
continue with this project in the early spring. 


We continued the pavement maintenance program we started two years ago which 
helps to ensure the longevity of our newer pavement. This program consists of crack 
sealing, sand sealing, and chip sealing. 


We also made some improvements to Oxbow Road by reclaiming the old pavement 


which could not be saved, adding some gravel, and cutting down a number of trees. 
We hope to continue these improvements in 2017. 
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We were able to get around most of the town with the roadside mower. In recent years, 
we have seen the sides of the roads go from having 5-8 year growth on them, down to 
1-2 year growth. Our backhoe continues to pick up rocks, and pull stumps to make it 
quicker and easier for the roadside mower. In addition, it also Keeps our water turnouts 
and culverts clean so the grader can continue on. 


In closing | would like to thank my crew for their commitment to the town and dedication 
to the residents making the Highway Department one we can all be proud of.

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SUPERVISOR’S OF THE CHECKLIST 


The year 2016 started with our first meeting on January 19th for Town Meeting, and again 

on January 30th for registration and correction to the voter checklist for the Presidential 

Primary, February 9th. The primary was a very busy day, we registered 177 same day voters with a total 
of 1837 voters going through the gates. 


Our next session was February 27th, for correction and registration for Town Election, on 

March 8th. We assisted at Town Meeting and School Meeting on March 12th and 19th. 

The spring and summer were busy filing and bringing the voter checklist up to date also certifying nomi- 
nation papers for candidates for the State Primary Election. 


We met September 6th for corrections and registration of new voters. The State Primary 
was held September 13th, registering 147 same day voters. 


The next work meeting was October 29th in preparation of the General Election. November 8th 
was a very busy day—with 2650 voters going through the poles of which 304 were registered as same- 
day voters. 


After each election, we enter all the same-day registries to update the checklist. We spend many hours 
scanning each person that voted into the computer. We then do all the change of parties, address changes, 
name changes and remove any voter(s) that have moved out of state, plus remove any 

Voter(s) that has been reported as deceased. This all has to be completed within a certain time after each 
election per the State of New Hampshire RSA’s. Ads are placed in local papers advising when and where 
we hold the checklist sessions. These are for registering new voters or to correct or make necessary 
changes as mandated by law. 


We look forward to 2017 with one election to be held on March 14th; then Town and School 
Meeting on March 18th and 25th. We look forward to seeing you in March --- remember it is 
Your right to VOTE!

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TOWN CLERK / TAX COLLECTOR’S REPORT 


2016 began with the first of four elections. The Presidential Primary in February 
followed by the Town Election in March, a September Primary and November’s General 
Election. Many Barnstead residents exercised their right to vote, with nearly 74% of 
registered voters taking part in the November Election. 


2016 saw an increase in revenue of $158, 473.15 over 2015’s number with nearly half 
of it coming from motor vehicle registrations. When registering a car, year 1999 or 
older, you will need a bill of sale and one of these documents: a copy of the old 
registration, old title, or a vin verification form. Any vehicle year 2000 and newer will 
require a title, signed over to the buyer. 


Beginning January 4‘, 2017 we will using the one check system. On the new renewal 
notices the amount due will be shown as one total. All motor vehicle charges will be on 
one check payable to the Town of Barnstead. If you wish to mail in your renewal, 
please make sure to include a self-addressed, stamped envelope for its return. We ask 
for your patience during this transition. 


Along with an increased number of dogs licensed, there was an increased number of 
civil forfeiture fines. Your cooperation in registering your dog(s) in a timely manner, is 
greatly appreciated. License renewals can be done any time after January 1*. 


Tax kiosk usage increased by over $125,000 from 2015. You may access the kiosk 
from our website. On the left side of the homepage is a gray button that says 
“Property taxes review or pay online”. Clicking on that button brings you into the tax 
kiosk where you can not only pay your taxes but also view your assessment and 
balances, payment dates, payers and amounts due or paid. 


For all of our “snow birds” we will be happy to mail your tax bills or motor vehicle 
renewal notices to you while you are away - just provide us with your mailing address. 
For those of you away for the Town Election, you can always vote by absentee ballot 
provided you are a registered voter on our checklist. Forms are available on the 
website and in the office. 


As always, if you have any questions or concerns please do not hesitate to call or 
come by the office. We are open Monday, Wednesday, Thursday and Friday 8:30am to 


4:30pm. Tuesday we open at 11:30am and close at 7:00pm. We do not close for 
lunch. We are closed on the third Wednesday of the month.

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ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


The function of the Barnstead Zoning Board of Adjustment (ZBA) is to review applications from 
property ownersseeking relief from requirements of the Barnstead Zoning Ordinance. Relief can be 
sought by applications for variances, special exceptions, or equitable waivers. In addition, the ZBA can 
consider appeals by property ownersregarding land use administrative decisions made by other boards or 
town officials. 


Applications for relief are granted based on the information provided in the application presented, 
the testimony given at a public hearing, the observations of the Board members at site visits and findings 
by the Board that all criteria for the application have been met. 


The following are cases that were approved before the Board in 2016: 

(1) a variance to allow the construction of a shed on his property, with side yard setbacks of 4.3 
feet and 24.0 feet, which do not meet the required side yard setbacks as allowed by the Town 
of Barnstead Zoning Ordinance. 

(2) a variance to allow the construction of a garage, with side yard setbacks of 6.1 feet and 8.0 
feet, which do not meet the required side yard setbacks as allowed by the Town of Barnstead 
Zoning Ordinance 

(3) a variance to the table of uses to permit the construction of a 60 ft. x 70 ft. metal shop/main- 
tenance building. 


The members of the ZBA are appointed, for a three (3) year term, by the Board of Selectmen. The 
membership consists of five members and up to five alternate members. 


In 2016 we welcomed Gary Mullen to the board.

The District processed 1,233.2 tons of recycled materials for a tax offset of $213,331.38, a true win/win 
for the planet and the taxpayers. Thanks for doing your part. 


Staffing was brought back to full level mid-year with the hiring of one experienced full time certified 
operator. After 17 years of no tax increases, the District has been forced to increase 2017 taxes, due 
mainly to a substantial decrease in recycling revenue and an increase in tipping fees. 


The District Committee meets 
the last Thursday of each month (except Nov. & Dec.) at the District facility at 7:00 PM. The November 
meeting is the Thursday before Thanksgiving, while the December meeting is posted in the Suncook 
Valley Sun and at the District facility. The Public is invited.

The Lakes Region Planning Commission (LRPC) is an organization created by Lakes Region communities per 
state law for the broad purpose of responding to and shaping the pressures of change in a meaningful way. With 
a service area covering over 1,200 square miles in Belknap, Carroll, Grafton, and Merrimack Counties, the LRPC 
provides a wide range of planning services to member municipalities. As our economy and world change, so 
does the work we are engaged in. The Commission offers direct and support services to help our communities 
meet tomorrow’s challenges. Our services include technical assistance, geographic information systems, 
transportation planning, land use, environmental planning, hazards planning, and economic development. LRPC 
is primarily funded through local, state, and federal resources. We also maintain a regular dialogue with state 
agencies as a resource for the entire Lakes Region. Our overall goal is to provide support, knowledge, and 
guidance to the governments, businesses, and citizens of the Lakes Region.

beliefs. Whereas, the people of the Town of Barnstead are opposed to political and civil 
persecution based on religious beliefs; and Whereas, Candidates for the office of United States 
President have suggested the creation of a system of official identification which would require 
the disclosure and identification of people’s religious or other beliefs; and Whereas, the people of 
the Town of Barnstead will not abide by any future laws which would require such disclosure 
and identification, as those laws harken back to dark periods in this country’s history, when 
people of Jewish and other faiths were required to identify themselves by wearing badges and by 
carrying special identification. Therefore, we the people of the Town of Barnstead adopt the 
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following Warrant Article, which recognizes the right to be free from such discrimination, and 
which recognizes the right of Town Meeting to adopt a law recognizing that right. Section 1. 
Statement of Law — Bill of Rights: (a) Right to be Free from Religious Discrimination. The 
people of the Town of Barnstead have an inherent, fundamental and unalienable right to be free 
from any discrimination on the basis of religious or other beliefs. “Discrimination on the basis of 
religious or other beliefs” for purposes of this law, includes any local, stator or federal legal 
requirement that individuals identify themselves as members of a particular religious faith or 
identify themselves as members of any group with a particular set of religious or other beliefs. 
(b) Right of Local Community Self-Government. The people of the Town of Barnstead possess 
both a collective and individual right to self-government in their local community, a right to a 
system of government that embodies that right, and the right to a system of government that 
protects and secures their human, civil, and collective rights. (c) Rights as Self-Executing. All 
rights secured by this law are self-executing and further implementing legislation shall not be 
required for the Town of Barnstead or the residents of the Town of Barnstead to enforce the 
rights or prohibitions recognized by this law. Section 2 — Enforcement: (a) It shall be unlawful 
for any government to violate the rights recognized and secured by this law. (b) The Town of 
Barnstead, or any resident of the Town of Barnstead, may enforce the rights and prohibitions of 
this law through an action brought in any court possessing jurisdiction over activities occurring 
within the Town. In such an action, the Town of Barnstead or the resident shall be entitled to 
recover all costs of litigation, including, without limitation, expert and attorney’s fees. (c) All 
laws adopted by the legislature of the State of New Hampshire, executive orders issued by the 
President of the United States, laws adopted by the United States Congress, and all state and 
federal judicial rulings shall be the law of the Town of Barnstead only to the extent that they do 
not violate the rights or prohibitions of this law. Section 3 — Interpretation: Any reviewing 
court must liberally interpret this law’s provisions to achieve the goals stated in the preamble. 
(Submitted by Petition). PASSED VOICE VOTE
